Background: 

Political violence has dominated recent newspaper headlines across the country, including 
the ongoing trial of Terry Nichols for his role in the Oklahoma City federal building 
bombing, the UNAbomber trial and the paranoid totalitarian leadership of Saddam Hussein 
and the threat of weapons of mass destruction. 

Dr. Jerrold Post, whose political psychology profile of Saddam Hussein has received wide¬ 
spread attention, will discuss the relationship between political paranoia and political 
violence. Drawing on his recently published book Political Paranoia: The Psychopolitics of 
Hatred, Post will consider the rise of right wing extremism, domestic terrorism and hate 
crimes in this country, and the ethnic-nationalist hatred and genocidal violence in Eastern 
Europe. In the wake of the dissolution of the Soviet empire, Post will also discuss: the need 
for enemies; "killing in the name of God"; the dangers posed by religious fundamentalist 
terrorism as well as fanatic new religions, such as Aum Shinrikyo; and our propensity to 
believe in conspiracy theories, be it in the Middle East or Oliver Stone movies. 

According to Post, it is easy to understand the hate-mongering demagogue, spreading his 
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message of hate. What is intriguing is our readiness in groups and nations to succumb to 
the siren song of hatred. 

Dr. Post has devoted his entire career to the field of political psychology. He came to GW 
after 21 years with the U.S. government, where he founded and directed the Center for 
Analysis of Personality and Political Behavior. The center provided political psychology 
assessments of foreign leaders for the president and other senior officials to prepare for 
summit meetings and other high level negotiations and for use in crisis situations. 

Post received his B.A. (magna cum laude) and M.D. from Yale University. He received his 
post-graduate training in psychiatry at Harvard Medical School and the National Institute 
of Mental Health and received graduate training at the Johns Hopkins School of Advanced 
International Studies.

PATRICIA SHAKOW AND GAUTAM ADHIKARI NAMED FIRST SHAPIRO 
FELLOWS IN GW SCHOOL OF MEDIA AND PUBLIC AFFAIRS 

Washington —The George Washington University has announced the appointments of 
Gautam Adhikari, recent executive editor of The Times of India, and Patricia Shakow, a 
16-year veteran of The Washington PosCveditonal staff as the first Shapiro Fellows at the 
GW School of Media and Public Affairs, a division of the GW Columbian School of Arts 
and Sciences. The fellows program was established by an endowment from The J.B. and 
Maurice C. Shapiro Charitable Trust to recruit distinguished active professionals to 
complement GW's programs in Electronic Media, Journalism and Political 
Communication. 

Beginning in the spring semester of 1998, Shakow will teach "Critical Thinking and the 
Editorial Page."

Author Daniel Vilmure, Jenny McKean Moore Writer-in-Washington, to lead fiction- 

writing workshop 

Washington -- Novelist and playwright Daniel Vilmure will lead a fiction writing 
workshop at The George Washington University beginning in January. Free and open to 
the community, the workshop is sponsored by the Jenny McKean Moore Fund for Writers. 
The fund is part of a gift left to the University by the late Jenny McKean Moore, a former 
GW student, and is used to sponsor both the workshop and a reading series. The workshop 
meets Monday nights, from 7-9 p.m., January 26- April 27, 1998.

GW LAW PROFESSOR AND FORENSIC SCIENTIST JAMES E. STARRS' 
REQUEST FOR EXHUMATION OF EXPLORER MERIWETHER LEWIS TO BE 
REVIEWED AT HEARING DEC. 16 IN ATLANTA, GA 

Washington — James E. Starrs, GW law professor and forensic scientist will be joined by 
scholars, scientists and descendants of famed American explorer Meriwether Lewis, leader 
of the Lewis and Clark Expedition, at a hearing on Tuesday, December 16 in Atlanta, 
GA, for reconsideration by the National Park Service of their request to exhume Lewis' 
remains. 

The National Park Service had previously denied Starrs' petition to examine Lewis'remains, 
but granted this discretionary hearing for reconsideration of the exhumation application. 

The hearing will take place at the National Park Service Southeast Regional Office, 
Atlanta Federal Center, 100 Alabama Street, S.W. 

Accompanying Starrs at the hearing will be Professor George Stephens, chair of the 
Geology Department at GW, Tennessee District Attorney General Joseph D. Baugh and 
Lewis' nearest living relative, Dr. William Anderson, great great grandson of Lewis' sister. 
In support of the exhumation application, Starrs will present slides, computer animation 
that demonstrates the likelihood of collapse of Lewis' monument and video of preliminary 
scientific work at the burial site. 

Lewis died of gunshot wounds on October 11, 1809 along the Natchez Trace, 80 miles 
from Nashville. But historians are divided on the question of whether Meriwether Lewis 
was murdered or committed suicide. There were no witnesses to the shooting, the differing 
accounts of the killing are based on unsubstantiated rumor. No autopsy was conducted to 
provide a consistent account of the nature of the wounds that killed Lewis. 

Lewis was traveling from St. Louis to Washington to settle questions surrounding the 
payment of vouchers to finance additional exploration and settlement of the Louisiana 
territory, when he met his demise. The promissory notes had been rejected by federal 
officials, leaving Lewis subject to personal liability for the payment. Some historians 
believe that Lewis' death was a suicide resulting from depression over his financial reverses 
compounded by rumored alcoholism or drug use to combat illness. Others note that 
bureaucratic haggling over bills was commonplace and contend that he was murdered 
during an attempted robbery. 

Starrs maintains that the descriptions of Lewis' wounds do not suggest suicide. Lewis 
reportedly suffered two wounds — one in the head and another in the chest. He probably 
carried with him two 1799 North and Cheney muzzle-loading pistols which are .69 caliber 
handguns. He was deftly experienced with firearms, so it doubtful that Lewis would have 
failed twice to kill himself with such a deadly and destructive weapon. 

It is far more likely, says Starrs, that Lewis died at the hands of robbers along the Natchez 
Trace, an extremely dangerous place during that time. And there are other possible 
suspects; among them: Lewis' servant, John Pemier, who reportedly stole Lewis' money 
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and horses and returned to Natchez; Major James Neelly, a U.S. agent to the Chickasaw 
Nation, who traveled with Lewis, but left the day before Lewis' death to locate two strayed 
horses; and Mrs. Grinder, proprietor of an inn who turned a deaf ear to Lewis' cries for 
help. 

A coroner's jury was convened by Baugh in May 1996, which heard testimony from Starrs' 
team of historians, pathologists, psychiatrists, firearms experts, document examiners and 
other forensic scientists. The experts demonstrated the firing of a replica of the weapon 
believed to have inflicted Lewis' fatal wounds and through the use of handwriting samples, 
showed Lewis' mental condition at the time of his death was not disoriented. The jury 
recommended exhumation unanimously. 

More than 150 years ago, the Tennessee legislature had Lewis' grave dug up to authenticate 
his remains before establishing a national monument at the site. The committee charged 
with the responsibility vouched for his remains and concluded that Lewis probably was 
murdered, but it is unknown what evidence they found to support their conclusion. Starrs 
believes that Lewis' story can be best be told by his bones.

Centuries Campaign," GW's largest fund-raising effort reaches midpoint 

" Washington — The George Washington University has announced that donors to its 
Centuries Campaign, a five-year $300 million fund-raising program initiated in February 
1996 to strengthen the foundation of the University, have established 219 new endowed 
funds at the Campaign's half-way mark. 

Chaired by Charles T. Manatt, who believes "the Campaign will enable the University to 
begin the new century as a leading University in the nation's capital and in the nation," the 
largest fund-raising campaign in GW's history is nearing 2/3 of the $300 million goal. The 
Campaign was inaugurated as a university-wide effort encompassing all eight schools of 
the University to preserve GW's commitment to opportunity and to sustain its pursuit of 
excellence in the future. 
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Significant gifts to the University endowment to date have included 24 endowed chairs 
and professorships. Among them are four Shapiro Professorships within GW's Elliott 
School of International Affairs, Law School and School of Media and Public Affairs and 
five Weintraub Professorships in the GW Columbian School of Arts and Sciences' 
Department of Biological Sciences. 

When Dr. and Mrs. Robert Weintraub, alumni of the University, gave more than $7 
million to fund five professorships in the emerging field of systematics and the study of 
evolution, the impact on the GW Department of Biological Sciences was impressive. The 
Weintraubs' desire to leave a legacy that would benefit the department forever led to the 
hiring of five promising young researchers in the fields of evolution and ecology, 
including James Clark, an expert in dinosaur fossils, and entomologist Gustavo Hormiga. 
With such top talent, the GW department has enjoyed significant recognition from the 
broader academic community. 

And, in turn, this national recognition played a key role in GW's Department of 
Anthropology securing a coveted Luce Professorship in Human Origins from the Henry 
Luce Foundation. GW was selected from nearly 50 institutions for one of three prestigious 
Luce Awards. This position was filled by Bernard Wood, a world-renowned expert on 
evolutionary anatomy. 

In addition to the endowed professorships, more than 100 endowed scholarships, 
fellowships and prize funds have been established to benefit GW students and over 50 
endowments have been established for department and program support. More than 550 
donors have committed $25,000 and above to the Campaign. Of those, over 200 donors 
have contributed to endowments, 300 to current operations and 34 have been given to 
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physical plant or building funds. 

Endowment is the largest single objective of the Centuries Campaign, with more endowed 
professorships in particular as the centerpiece of the Campaign initiative. Endowment is 
fundamental to a great university's financial strength. It can provide dependable income 
that supports teaching and research, maintain facilities and equipment at high levels and 
provide discretionary funds for responding to special opportunities. 

The University offers numerous opportunities for participation in the Campaign, from 
outright gifts to pledges to gifts in-kind and planned gifts that provide lifetime income to 
the donor.
